Judith with the head of Holofemes ; Judith stands at the door of a tout, and is placing the head 
of Holofemes in a bag held by an old Negress ; In her right hand she holds a short double-edged, 
square- pointed sword; her robe, hanging in beautifully studded folds, leaves her light shoulder bare. 
The attendant wears a loose Eastern tunic, trousers and turban. Through the opening of the tent 
is seen the end of a bed, with the sole of one foot of Holofemes ; on the left a pole with a long 
pennon twisted about it. Background of feigned marble.
